Charismatic Renewal serves mission of church

LA JOLLA — Jaime Garcia was a Sunday Catholic 
who came to Mass late and left early. He recited prayers 
by rote to a God he envisioned as a scorekeeper recording 
his good and bad deeds. He listed his former priorities: 
“myself, work, children, wife and God.”’ 

Today Garcia, director of the Diocesan Charismatic 
Renewal Center (DCRC), has reversed those priorities. 
He said his life centers around the Mass. He converses 
frequently with God as a Father and friend and reads 


Scripture as though it were front-page news. 


His change of values started with the frustration he and 
his wife Angie felt toward their rebellious teen-age 
daughter. 

‘““Have you asked God for help?’’ a friend queried, 
inviting the couple to a prayer meeting at St. John 
Church, Encinitas. The Garcias attended twice; Angie 


went to the next meeting alone. 

When she returned, ‘‘she was glowing; she lit up the 
whole room for me,’’ Jaime said. ‘‘She had received the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit.’’ 

Angie’s transformation was contagious. Jaime’s desire 
to experience her newfound joy drew him back to the 
prayer meetings. 

He recalled the moment of his conversion. ‘‘I drove to 
the beach and asked God to become a part of my life. 
Then I read John 15:27, ‘You have been with me from 
the very beginning.’ I realized Jesus was in me and loved 
me; I had received the baptism of the Holy Spirit.’’ 

The couple then dedicated their two daughters to the 
Lord. The one living away from home ‘‘wanted what we 
had,’’ Jaime said. While he, Angie and their two young 
sons were attending a prayer meeting, their daughter also 
had a spiritual experience which changed her life. 

Jaime said his change of heart typifies the conversion 
experience of mary Catholics in the Charismatic 
Renewal. 

It is one of several renewal movements in the Diocese of 


San Diego, such as Cursillo and Marriage Encounter, 
which aims to help Catholics deepen their relationship 
with God and his church. The Southern Cross is examining 
these movements in this series on methods of renewal in 
the church. 

The Charismatic Renewal has drawn 30 million 
Roman Catholics throughout the world to its ranks, 
according to Chariscenter USA, national headquarters of 
the renewal. ;

“It is a renewal of what the church already possesses,’’ 
according to ‘‘An Introduction to the Catholic 
Charismatic Renewal’’ by George Martin, a nationally 
known speaker and writer on the subject.

Every Christian is called to be charismatic — equipped 
with gifts of service for the good of the church. Every

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Let’s learn from each other 


Making informed judgments, evaluations, observa- 
tions, particularly in conscience formation, in my opi- 
nion, is a spiritually and socially healthy way to live 
because we then are trying to live as mature, responsible, 
intelligent adults. 

Being open to others’ varied views and approaches to 
life without feeling threatened, and being in unity with 
others, especially in our blood and church families, 
without demanding uniformity, fosters communication, 
which is essential in building and sustaining relationships. 

These are themes on which I have focused in many col- 
umns I have written over the years as editor of a Catholic 
newspaper. These are themes which I try to incorporate 
in my life. In sharing my reflections and insights on 
Catholic-related topics in this editorial column, these 
themes will probably emerge. 

Open communication and respect for others, especially 
when we differ, is essential in fomenting -relationships. 
And as a diocesan community of faith, we, the 381,700 
Catholics of San Diego and Imperial ‘counties, are a 
Christian family, with the pope as our universal father ex- 
tended to our area through our bishop. 

As family members we might not all share the same ap- 
proaches to life or especially to church. But we do share a 
common belief in Jesus Christ as our savior and Lord and 
in his church, as a visible sign of his presence, led by 
Christ’s vicar, the pope. 

Thus, we need to foster communication, love and 
respect for each other. In a diocesan newspaper, one of 
the best opportunities for this interaction is the letters-to- 
the-editor column. 


These letters can be a great opportunity for us, the 
Catholics of the diocese, to gain different perspectives and 
insights into our faith and our society from one another. 
But for this to occur people need to write. Usually we just 
have enough letters to fill the column. And thus there are 
very few letters from which to choose. 


Letter writers are free to express their opinions, but 
they should remember that unfounded accusations, sar- 
casm, and slanted factual presentations do not foster 
openness and communication and defeats the purpose of 
the letters’ column. I try not to publish those kinds of let- 
ters, or I edit those parts out. 


As a community of Jesus’ disciples, we should be a 
community of love. We should be able to disagree with 
others and yet be respectful of them. 

Instead of reacting to others with whom we disagree 
with judgments and name-calling, we should be trying to 
understand our fellow Catholics in a spirit of love and 
openness. 


Offering a differing viewpoint within that context 
should help us to be open to one another and thus to 
dialogue in a spirit of Christ’s love. In that context we 
should be able to help each other grow in our faith. 

Let’s start communicating. I await your letters. 


Pope and other Madonna 


For many people, thoughts and memories of Christmas 
are intimately associated with the traditional songs of that 
season. Those familiar tunes help us get ‘‘into the 
groove,’’ so to speak. 

Perhaps at no other time of the year are we so aware of 
how much music affects our daily lives. Yet, for better or 
worse, the best of contemporary music resonates 
throughout our daily activities year-round. 

Just prior to the pope’s American trip in September, it 
was reported by Newsweek magazine that the Vatican had 
invited pop-singer Madonna for a visit with John Paul II, 
while she was in Italy on her world tour. 

Many Catholics of either a liberal or conservative stripe 
were puzzled by this invitation. Following the fiasco of 
Kurt Waldheim’s state visit, the very thought of an 
ersatz-madonna in Vatican City seemed at the very least 
bizarre. 

Yet, as Plato reminds us, music can harmonize the 
mind, and free a person to quest for justice and truth. The 
roots of music lie deep in the human soul. 

Even more baffling was the response by Madonna 
herself. She declined the private papal audience, replying 
that the pope could buy a ticket to her Italian concert and 
see her there! ‘‘Who’s That Girl,’’ after all? 

I confess I find nothing particularly mystifying about 
the papal invitation to Madonna. It strikes me as both a 
gracious and otherwise astute move by the Vatican, 
except for Madonna’s rude answer. 

But what would ‘‘Material Girl’’ possibly have in 
common with the Vicar of Christ? Well, apart from her 
fame, Madonna is at least a nominal Catholic, one of ten 
siblings in the Ciccone family of Bay City, Michigan. (At 
least some Catholics take ‘‘Humanae Vitae’’ seriously!) 

Madonna is also the living icon of adolescence and 
young adulthood, although she is now 28 years old. Her 
popular record ‘‘Papa Don’t Preach’’ deals with the 
theme of an unwed, pregnant teen-ager, resisting 
pressure from her father to abort, instead choosing to 
shun abortion and accept responsibility for her child. 
That theme would doubtlessly appeal to the pope. 

Like Madonna, the pope is also a darling of the media, 
as he spreads his various ethico-religious socio-political 
views across the globe. Like Madonna in her captivating 


song ‘‘Holiday,’’ John Paul also calls for a celebration of

life ‘‘all across the world, in every nation,’’ imploring 
people to take ‘‘just one day to come together.’’ 

Clearly, the pope has deep affection toward young 
people, but he often appears to speak more at them, than 
to them. By contrast, Madonna’s songs resonate in the 
young, and they largely buy her lyrical paeans to 
materialism and sensuality. 

Music, in its expressive role, can often channel our 
feelings toward a rather decadent, auto-eroticism. 
However, the same melody, with different lyrics, might 
reverse the trend in favor of a kind of self-transcendence. 

Random poll after random survey confirms the pope’s 
exceptional, charismatic personality. Even more than 
Madonna, John Paul is the ultimate superstar. Yet, 
unlike Madonna, who has such pervasive influence upon 
the reigning fashions of the day, ranging from clothes to 
cultural mores, the pope’s ‘‘lyrics’’ largely fall on tone- 
deaf ears — at least in the developed countries of the 
world. Granted, crowds adulate in his presence, but they 
all too frequently leave a papal appearance with no 
personal appropriation of his message. 

Just days after the tragic attempt on his life, when there 
was a tremendous groundswell of prayer and concern for 
the pope’s speedy recovery, amidst the shocking 
realization that even the pope wasn’t immune from the 
terrorist’s bullets, the Italians voted to legalize abortion in 
direct opposition to the pope’s appeal. 

And even when John Paul traveled to a Rome prison to 
visit Mehet Ali Agoa and forgive his would-be assassin, 
this magnificent illustration of unconditional love was 
largely ignored. 

By contrast, Madonna offers a different kind of 
“‘Physical Attraction, Chemical Reaction’ to her 
audiences. Indeed, that coquettish song can well serve as 
a metaphor for papal tours: external, passionate outburst,

but little internal conviction on the part of 
the audience. That particular song 
eulogizes the one-night stand and the lack 
of any personal commitment therein. 
“You wanta stay the night, but you’ll 
leave me tomorrow. I don’t care...”’ 

In short, it’s regrettable that the pope’s 
individual charisma doesn’t translate 
more readily into serious personal 
engagement with his more. substantive 
moral postures. The pope doesn’t need 
transient sycophants; he needs engaged 
participants. 

He doesn’t need one-night, ethico- 
religious stands; he needs to stir the 
ethico-religious flames of love for 
neighbor, protection of innocent life, and 
a more just distribution of the world’s 
resources. 

John Paul often appears too rigid and 
severe. More needs to be done to show 
that just as doctrinal legalism without 
praxis may be empty, so too is practical 
engagement in the world blind without an 
ethico-religious framework. A religion of 
laws can also be a religion of love. 

But then, John Paul II has never 
offered the theological placebo, -so' 


fashionable in parts of post-conciliar 
Christiandom, that Catholicism is an easy - 
fix.

full range of gifts the Spirit gives,’’ Martin continues. 

These gifts are often received with the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit, said Franciscan Father Ralph Weishaar, 
diocesan vicar for the Charismatic Renewal. 

He told the Southern Cross that ‘‘the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit is a conversion experience in which Jesus becomes 
the center of our lives. The baptism activates the 
sacramental graces of Baptism and Confirmation.”’ 

It is often received by people wishing to renew their 
baptismal commitment, who ‘‘ask that the Holy Spirit 
accomplish what he wishes in their lives.’’ Many receive 
the baptism in the context of Holy Spirit seminars, a 
program which introduces the movement, Father 
Weishaar explained. 

About 2,000 Catholics in the San Diego diocese 
currently participate in some of the DCRC-sponsored 
activities, Garcia said. G 

These include 36 weekly prayer meetings held in 
various locations, monthly charismatic Masses at St. 
Vincent de Paul Church, retreats, healing services, days 
of renewal and an annual conference. Many of these 
sessions are given in English and Spanish. 

Local clergy conduct some of these activities. 
Augustinian Father Jerry Bevilacqua gives charismatic 
retreats and leads healing services. Augustinian Father 
Ray Elam conducts days of renewal and healing services. 

The DCRC sponsors a variety of other services, 
including the ‘“‘Kingdom Living’’ television ministry 
featuring Deacon Bob Mueller and Holy Spirit seminars. 

The center has. an audio and video lending library, 
bookstore and monthly newsletter, ‘‘The Inspired 
Times.”’ 

Charismatic prayer meetings are usually characterized 
by a manifestation of the gifts of the Holy Spirit, 
especially the gift of tongues and prophecy, Martin 
writes. 

The basis for praying in tongues is found in Romans 
8:26: ‘‘... for we do not know how we ought to pray; but 
the Spirit himself makes intercession for us with 
groanings that cannot be expressed in speech.”’ 

Those with the gift of prophecy speak a message from 
God to a group of people, Martin adds. 

Prayers for healing are also part of most prayer 
meetings. |

Healing of body, mind and spirit stems from the 
“‘belief in a loving God who heals,’’ Jesuit Father 
Matthew Linn told the Southern Cross. He and his brother, 
Jesuit Father Dennis Linn, together with Sheila 
Fabricant, conduct healing services throughout the 
country. 

Because the cells of the body respond to love, healing 
occurs in any loving body in the church. ‘‘Christian 
community heals the emotions,’’ which in turn heals 
physical illnesses, Fabricant said. 

Dr. Henry Kankowski, a San Diego family physician, 
said that ‘‘God calls each of us to minister to the pain of 
others.’’ He spoke at a recent healing workshop at 
Mission San Luis Rey, conducted by a team of priests, 
psychologists, a nun and his wife Pat, a nurse. 

Kankowski said be began praying with some of his 
patients 14 years ago after being healed of back pain. His 
daughter had asked God to ‘‘make my daddy’s back 
better and do it now.’’ 

Although prayers for healing date back to the earliest 
days of the church, this practice became more common 
with the birth of the charismatic renewal 20 years ago. 

The movement originated in 1967 when a group of 
students and faculty from Duquesne University in 
Pittsburgh gathered for a weekend of prayer and 
reflection on the Acts of the Apostles, according to DCRC 
literature on the movement. 

They prayed to be alive with the Holy Spirit as the first 
Christians were enlivened by the Spirit following 
Pentecost. They received an ‘‘overwhelming sense of the 
presence of God,’’ along with the gifts of praying in 
tongues, prophecy and a thirst for Scripture. 

This renewal in the Holy Spirit spread to other 
campuses and parishes and eventually to over 100 
countries. 

The renewal rooted itself in San Diego in 1969 when

This internship is ‘‘bringing five years 
of seminary (formation) to life,’’ said 
Sweeney, who has been assigned to St. 
Martin of Tours Church, La Mesa, for a 
year. 

The other seminarians agreed. Their 
internship takes them to the front lines of 
parish work. They give sacramental 
preparation; catechize in Catholic 
schools, CCD classes, youth and adult 
groups; give reflections on_ readings 
during Mass; and take the Eucharist to 
homebound parishioners. 

Moreno, a native of Tijuana who 

speaks seven languages, said his three 
years of study in Rome brought an 
openness to many cultures. The intern at 
Our Lady of the Sacred Heart Church, 
San Diego, said he ‘‘appreciates the 
Lord’’ he sees in parishioners of various 
cultures and tries to ‘‘bring them an 
Openness to the universality of the 
church.’’ 
4 Figueroa explained how he applies his 
courses in liturgy to his ministry with 
Hispanic youth and adults at St. Francis 
parish, Vista. 

He compares the Eucharistic 
celebration to a fiesta. The celebrant at 
Mass welcomes the assembly, just as the 
host greets his guests arriving for dinner, 
he said, adding that Scripture readings 
during liturgies are like family stories told 
in the home. 

The interns said they have been 
spiritually enriched through their contacts

with parishioners. 

“‘When I pray with the people, I feel a 
closeness to God in a communal aspect,”’ 
said Jennings, who has interned at Our 
Lady of Angels Church, San Diego, since 
August. 

The seminarians also recounted some 
insights they have gained into a priest’s 
ministry. 

“Each day in a priest’s life is 
different,’’ said Flavin, who has been 
assigned to St. Therese parish, San 
Diego, since July. His encounters range 
“from sharing joyful times to working 
with people in anguish and distress.”’

“*You never know who the doorbell will 
bring,’’ Figueroa said. ‘‘People come to 
you, longing to find answers.’’ 


He offers some answers at the Vista 
County Jail where he visits with inmates 
after serving Masses celebrated in English 
and Spanish. “‘The men hunger for 
spiritual guidance and nourishment while 
waiting for their trial,’’ he said.

The fast pace of the parish’s daily and | 
nightly sessions leaves him ‘‘looking for 
time for personal prayer and reflection.’’ 

Sweeney ministers there three days a 
week. He is also enrolled in a clinical 
pastoral education program at St. 
Madeleine Sophie’s Training Center in 
E] Cajon. ; 

Jennings said that OLA’s wide array of 
activities has called for more flexibility on 
his part. He has come to view parish work 
as “‘a ministry of presence.’’ Attending 
activities makes ‘‘members feel someone 
cares enough to be with them,”’ he said. 

However, some of the interns 
expressed frustrations with certain 
internship experiences. 

“I feel limited as a seminarian,’’ 
Moreno said, referring to: his desire to 


administer the sacraments and_ his 
inexperience in counseling. , 
Sweeney said he finds his time 


fragmented and looks for more hours in 
the day to spend with parishioners. 
“Home visitations can suffer because of 
parish activities,’’ he said. 

Overall, pastors, as well as 
seminarians, gave high grades to the 
internship program. 

““There is no better experience for a 
seminarian than being involved in 
pastoral ministry, - said) Father Donal 
Sheahan, pastor of St. Martin of Tours 
Church. ‘‘Laurence (Sweeney) gets great 
affirmation from the faith community 
heres ‘ 

Father Ramon Marrufo, pastor of Our 
Lady of Angels Church, said the program 
enables the intern to ‘‘see firsthand that 
he can be effective in a parish and 
experience both success and failure, but 
not defeat.’’ He also noted the 
parishioners’ role in giving Jennings 
feedback on his talks. 

Father Douglas Regin, pastor of St. 
Francis Church, said that Figueroa’s 
ministry enables the parish to reach out to 
more Hispanics. The intern’s 
youthfulness encourages young . people 
“to look at religious vocations’’ for 
themselves. 

Father Francis Penko, pastor of Our 
Lady of the Sacred Heart Church, noted 
similar benefits of Moreno’s internship: 
doubled membership in the Hispanic 
youth group, which is coordinated by the 
intern, interest in the priesthood 
expressed by boys in this group and 
increased visits to homebound 
parishioners. 

“Moreno brings an experiential base to 
his ministry with Hispanics,’’ Father 
Penko said, referring to the intern’s 
upbringing in Mexico and education in 
American seminaries. 

The pastor lauded the internship 
program, calling it ‘‘a professional, 
supervised internship comparable to that 
of a doctor or dentist.”’

Jerry Harvey, a parishioner at Sacred Heart parish, 
Ocean Beach, hosted prayer meetings in his home. The 
attendance soon outgrew the accommodations, and the 
gatherings were moved into the parish hall where they 
were held for eight years: From there, the movement 
mushroomed to other parishes, Harvey said. 

Nationally, the thrust of the Charismatic Renewal 
toward evangelization was forecast at the North American 
Congress of the Holy Spirit and World Evangelization 
held in New Orleans in July. 

“There will be a great global celebration on Jesus’ 
2,000 birthday,’’ said Redemptorist Father Tom Forrest, 
keynoter and former chairman of the International 
Council for Catholic Charismatic Renewal. He called on 
the 35,000 participants to ‘‘get out the invitations’ and 
fill God’s house for the celebration. 

Catholics made up 51 percent of the participants 
representing over 15 denominations at the congress. 

Father Forrest downplayed the theological differences 
among Christians. ‘‘We’ve got a devil to fight,’’ he said. 
““Why are we fighting each other?”’ 

‘*The pentecostal experience came into all the churches 
in the 20th century. We must be ecumenical in our 
response,’’ said Father Weishaar who attended the five- 
day congress, along with some 30 other Catholics from 


the diocese. 

Although charismatic functions have diocesan support 
and approval, not all clergy favor the movement. About 
20 have expressed their willingness to celebrate 
charismatic liturgies, Garcia said. 

One local pastor said that renewal movements can be 
exclusive and operate ‘‘as a parish within a parish.”’ 
Describing the Charismatic Renewal as ‘“‘emotional,’’ he 
said it caused several men in the diocese to leave the 
priesthood and join charismatic congregations because 


“the Catholic Church ‘‘did not satisfy their emotional 


needs.”’ 
“The renewal has saved and deepened the vocations of 


-many priests,’’. Father Weishaar said. It “‘encourages 


people to praise,God with their whole being, including 
their emotions.’’ 

He cited the explanation of a charismatic leader: ‘‘ ‘It is 
acceptable to show emotion for spouses, children and at 
football games. But to show emotion when expressing 
love for Jesus is considered out of order.’ ”’ 

Father Weishaar quoted Psalm 47 to illustrate the 
animated form of worship seen at many prayer meetings: 


“All you peoples, clap your hands. Shout to God with 
cries of gladness.”’

WASHINGTON — For Auxiliary 
Bishop Agustin A. Roman of Miami, 
settling the siege of the detention center at 
Oakdale, La. , wasa ‘‘moment of peace.’’ 

Cuban detainees took hostages at the 
center and in the Atlanta federal prison 
after hearing that the United States and 
Cuba had resumed an agreement that 

“could have meant their deportation. 

But after viewing a videotaped message 
from Bishop Roman, who was forced into 
exile from Cuba in 1961, the Oakdale 
detainees reached an agreement with the 
government Noy. 29 and released the 26 
hostages they had been holding for eight 
days. 

According to a translation of his message 
Bishop Roman said, ‘‘This isa moment of 
peace, It isaday which must bea beginning 
for you. This is what I desire. I want you to 
release the prisoners who are in your 
custody and I want you to demonstrate to 
the world the good will that every Christian 
should have in his heart.’’ 

He said he had reviewed the agreement 
with the government ‘‘and I can tell you 
there is nothing missing init.”’ 

“Sign the document,’’ the bishop said. 
“You can be sure that what you will have 
doneisgood.”’

government said it will not rescind parole 
decisions it had already made for Cuban 
detainees with families or sponsors in the 
United States. It also agreed to give 
individual hearings to the detainees. 

The Oakdale agreement had no 
immediate effect on Cuban detainees in 
Atlanta but Jesuit Father Edward Salazar, 
who has conducted prayer vigils outside the 
prison, said Nov. 30 that the Cubans there 
had been asking for Bishop Roman. 

“I’ve heard from the Cubans themselves 
that they wanted Bishop Roman,” he said. 
“The situation at Oakdale should not be 
misread — there’s still a long way to go — 
but there’s hope (in Atlanta) because of 
what the church hasbeen able todo.”’ 

“‘The mood now is they want to know 
there will be a follow-through on the 
promises’’ made in Oakdale that were 
“signed before a representative of the 
churchandaCuban,”’ he said.
